Angelo Bruzzone 
Analyzes Unions’ 
Problems Abroad 


Angelo Bruzzone, member of} 


Milk Drivers & Dairy Employees 
302, recently returned from a 


13-month sojourn in England,} 


France, Spain, and Italy. A 
considerable part of that time 
was spent in study at Ruskin 
College, Oxford, where he had 
a scholarship. 

Mrs. Bruzzone accompanied 
him, and they both feel that 
they saw and learned a great 
deal on the trip, and helped 
English and European labor 
people to understand American 
trade unionism somewhat bet- 
ter. 

“After studying affairs in 
England and Europe,” Bruzzone 
told East Bay Labor Journal, 
“I feel more strongly than ever 
that trade unions are the key 
to world peace and prosperity. 
Not only through collective 
bargaining for economic gains, 
but through development of the 
strength to put through leg- 
islation, not to benefit the 
privileged few, but a nation as 
a whole.” 

While Bruzzone feels that in- 
terest in good legislation is es- 
sential in trade unions, he 
noted that in France and Italy 
the unions seem almost entirely 
political in nature, and have 
not paid enough attention to 
bread and butter bargaining. 

In Italy, for example, he

The plant workers got a $4 
weekly increase, for the start- 
ing rate, bringing it to $56; and 
a $5 increase for the top rate, 
bringing it to $111. 

The Western Electric shop 
workers got a $3.20 weekly in- 
crease for the starting rate, 
bringing it to $66; and a $4.80 
increase for the top rate, bring- 
ing it to $116. 

The Western Electric in- 
stallers got roughly the same 
increases as the Western Elec- 
tric shop workers.

Whenever Labor Is Licked 
Politically, Someone Says 


After every campaign in which some of the candidates 
recommended by labor take a licking, some gentle soul 
suggests that labor quit taking part in election campaigns. 


The idea is that it hurts the prestige of labor to be iden- 
ed with defeat. 
That's a very weak idea, in our opinion. 
The economic power of labor was,not built by avoiding 
identification with defeat. It was built by the advertising 
of defeats, one after another, by being licked and going to 
jail for it, and then getting out of jail and getting licked 
again. 

It was political power held by ownership and manage- 
ment which sent our pioneers of the labor movement to jail 
in those early days. It is political power that is now being 


iused to pass compulsory open shop laws, disguised as “‘right|initial inquiry has been made 
lto work” laws. It is political power that is now being used 


by General Eisenhower to load the NLRB with anti-labor 
appointees. It is political power that is now being used by 
Tricky Dick Nixon to build up a backing of billionaires 
to support him when in 1960—or earlier!—he dreams of 
succeeding to the Presidency. 


All this political power being used against us, and we're 
supposed to crawl under the rug to keep from being identi- 
fied with defeat! 

Brothers and sisters, all of you who went to the polls 
last week and registered your protest against the two front 
men for the billionaires, you did the right thing, and the 
great majority of AFLCIO leadership did the right thing in 
helping you to do your part. 

Our head is bloody but unbowed, to use the old vigorous 
saying one more time. We're not glad we were licked, but 
we're glad we went to the mat with the Gold Dust Twins, 
Mr. Smile and Mr. Smear, and we don't like their policies 
one bit more in these days after the election than we did in 
the days before it.

George Meany Writes a Letter 


People both inside and outside the labor movement keep 
asking us if the Ethical Practices Committee set up by the 
AFLCIO is going to function as proclaimed, or is going to 
be merely a pious bit of window-dressing. 


This question seems answered to some extent by the 
vigorous letter AFLCIO President George Meany sent to 
Joe Curran, president of the National Maritime Union, a 
member of the AFLCIO Executive Council and of its Ethical 


Practices Committee. 


As noted in this editorial column last week, Curran wrote 
a letter, ostensibly to Meany, but published in the New 
York dailies, protesting against the AFLCIO’s effort to 
supplant, through a representational election, the crooked 
old International Longshoremen’s Association with an honest 
union. 

Meany is no man to take an action like that lying down. 
Under date of October 23 he sent a letter to Curran in 
which he notes that Curran had given no hint of disagree- 
ment with the AFLCIO’s effort to oust the ILA, until, on 
October 15, he wrote a letter and gave it to the press ‘so 
that the morning newspapers of New York City, which 
appeared just 24 hours before the voting was to begin, 
would broadcast the news that a top officer of the AFLCIO 
was opposed to the AFLCIO affiliate in the election.” 

Meany then smashed forth with this to Curran: 


“Your action in seeing to it that the New York papers were 
given the contents of your letter at least 24 hours before it 
reached my office is an indication to me of a deliberate effort on 
your part to help these hoodlums maintain control.” 

Meany concluded with the hint, about as subtle as a big 
meat axe, that possibly Joe Curran would be unable to make 
any ‘effective contribution” to the work of the Ethical 
Practices Committee in the future. 

We're always reading about “the Great Letter Writers 
of History.” We here and now nominate George Meany for 
a place in that pantheon.

‘Cannibalization’ 
Of Textile Mills 


NEW YORK (AFLCIO) 
“Cannibalization” of textilel| 
mills at an increasing rate was 
charged by Research Director 
Solomon ‘Barkin of the Textile 
Workers in letters to Chairman 
Emmanuel Celler of the House 
Judiciary Committee and Chief 
Victor R. Hansen of the Justice 
Departments anti-trust divi- 
sion. 


“In 1956,” Barkin wrote, ‘73 
textile mills employing 25,000 
workers have been absorbed or 
are in the process of being ab- 
sorbed by the giants in their 
process of growth through mer- 
gers.” 

Barkin said that a number 
of the mills were closed after 
merging, and that textile mills 
are investing “larger and larg- 
er sums in non-textile prop- 
erties, thereby diverting talent, 
skills and funds to non-textile 
industrial areas.” He called for 
action by the Anti-Trust. Divi- 
sion to develop criteria for de- 
termining when a corporate 
merger is not in the public in- 
terest.
